20 As of 13 March 1951 only one company of Yugoslav infantry troops was 
stationed in the city of Caribrod., These ware quartered in barracks 
on the northern edge of the city, 


3. Since October 1950 Yugoslav troops have been digcing trenches in the 
vicinity of Caribrod and Plrot. These trenches can be seen from the 
railway line which passes through the two towns. Those who dug the 
trenches near Caribrod were withdrawn from the city when the work 
was finished. The Yugoslavs are continuing to mine the frontier.
